The meaning of this expreſſion is not 
that God is jealous for himſelf, as if he could 
ſuffer by the follies or ſins of his creatures: he is 
too great and powerful to ſuffer by any thing 
which we can do; but he is jealous far us, for our 
fakes, leſt the worſhip of falſe gods. ſhould lead 
us to have u wrong opinion of his nature, and
